THE  Apostle  is  addressing  those  who  have  shown  their  faith  already.  But  they 
are  not  to  stop  with  faith  alone.  In  order  to  realize  the  glorious  possibilities 
of  the  life  that  God  has  opened  up  to  them,  they  must  be  earnest  and  diligent 
in  building  upon  their  faith  (Cf.  Jude  20).  Then  Peter  goes  on  to  enumerate  a  list 
of  seven  qualities  of  character  which  form  a  golden  chain  of  graces.  They  describe 
the  fully  rounded  Christian  character.  But  they  are  realized  only  when  we  give  dili- 
gence to  link  them  with  our  faith. 

"Add  to  your  faith  virtue."  Virtue  is  the  word  the  philosophers  used  for 
excellence  of  conduct.  They  could  draw  a  noble  picture  of  what  a  man  ought  to  be, 
but  they  could  not  supply  the  power  to  realize  their  own  ideal.  The  Gospel  holds 
up  a  still  nobler  ideal  than  theirs,  and  also  provides  the  power  through  which  it  is 
attained. 

"And  to  virtue,  knowledge."  The  word  Peter  uses  here  means  the  knowledge 
we  get  through  our  own  effort  to  learn,  not  the  knowledge  that  comes  through  the 
illumination  of  the  Spirit.  We  should  be  always  learning.  "Whatsoever  things  are 
true,"  says  Paul,  "think  on  these  things"  (Phil.  4:8).  Take  account  of  them,  and  let 
them  occupy  your  mind. 

"And  to  knowledge,  temperance:"  that  is,  self-control.  We  do  not  control  self 
by  our  own  will  power,  but  by  surrendering  our  wills  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  This 
means  dying  to  self,  or  reckoning  ourselves  dead  to  self  and  sin,  that  the  power  of 
His  risen  life  may  operate  in  our  nature. 

"And  to  temperance,  patience:"  that  is,  endurance.  While  the  preceding  grace 
deals  with  the  evil  of  our  inner  nature,  this  one  resists  the  pressure  of  the  evil  in  the 
world  around.  Endurance  is  the  final  test  of  spiritual  life.  Jesus  warned  His  disciples 
more  than  once  that  it  is  they  who  endure  to  the  end  that  are  saved. 

"And  to  patience,  godliness."  This  grace  is  all  too  rare  in  this  modern  world  of 
ours.  It  means  reverence  for  God,  and  a  conscious  sense  of  His  presence  in  our  every 
day  life.  It  comes  when  we  add  to  the  patient  endurance  that  resists  the  pressure 
of  the  visible  world  an  attitude  of  mind  and  heart  that  fronts  the  invisible  world. 

"And  to  godliness,  brotherly  kindness."  This  naturally  follows,  for  love  to  our 
neighbour  is  the  other  half  of  love  to  God  in  the  fulfilment  of  the  law.  Brotherly 
love  was  the  characteristic  quality  among  the  early  Christians  that  most  impressed 
the  world  of  the  time. 

"And  to  brotherly  kindness,  charity."  This  brings  us  to  the  supreme  Christian 
grace,  the  crown  of  Christian  character,  which  Paul  calls  "the  bond  of  perfectness" 
(Col.  3:14).  It  just  means  likeness  to  Jesus  Christ,  and  comes  from  always  remem- 
bering Him.

■j  J  I'HAT  Book  and  what  Person?  asked  Martin  Luther,  and  answered  his  own 
|[  |[  question,  "There  is  only  One  Book,  Scripture,  and  only  One  Person,  Jesus 
^*-^*-  Christ.  "  That  has  been  the  emphasis  throughout  the  three  years  of  your 
course  at  T.B.C.  Many  things  have  been  studied,  but  the  supreme  place 
has  been  given  to  the  Bible.  Other  things  have  been  studied  but  only  to  equip  you 
more  effectively  to  fuliil  that  ministry  of  the  Word  to  which  every  Christian  is 
called. 

As  you  recall  these  years  in  days  to  come  you  will  remember  the  two-fold  teach- 
ing of  the  College,  especially  as  the  Principal,  Dr.  McNicol,  has  opened  up  the  Bible 
in  the  early  morning  hours.  It  is  the  Bible  that  unveils  Jesus  Christ  to  us,  but  it  is 
also  Jesus  Christ  who  provides  the  key  that  unlocks  the  Bible  to  us.  We  are  utterly 
dependent  on  the  Word  Written  for  our  knowledge  of  the  Word  Incarnate  and  the 
Word  Eternal.  But  it  is  also  Christ  who  is  "the  door  by  which  alone  we  can  enter 
the  sanctuary  of  the  Word." 

We  wait  upon  God's  Word,  however,  not  only  that  we  may  grow  in  the  know- 
ledge of  Jesus  Christ,  but  that  we  may  experience  His  fellowship  and  communion 
with  us.  As  the  Holy  Spirit  takes  of  the  things  of  Christ  and  shows  them  to  us  we 
increase  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord,  but  at  the  same  time  our  hearts  burn  within 
us  as  He  Himself  talks  with  us  through  His  Word  and  Spirit.  The  depth  and  inti- 
macy of  our  communion  with  Christ  will  be  in  the  measure  in  which  we  wait  upon 
the  Word,  and  let  it  enter  into  and  possess  our  hearts  and  lives. 

Thus  the  College  has  always  kept  to  the  forefront  in  its  teaching  and  testimony 
the  paramount  place  of  the  Bible  in  the  culture  of  the  Christian  life.  The  Word 
hidden  in  the  heart  is  the  secret  of  personal  purity,  spiritual  peace,  and  power  both 
with  God  and  man — with  God  through  prayer,  and  with  man  in  the  witness  of  word 
and  life.  It  is  by  feeding  upon  the  written  Word  that  we  feed  upon  the  living 
Christ.  It  is  by  feeding  upon  Him  that  we  are  strengthened  by  His  Spirit  in  the 
inmost  man. 

In  years  to  come  the  Bible  that  you  used  at  T.B.C.  will  be  one  of  your  most 
valued  possessions.  As  you  turn  its  pages  and  see  markings  you  have  made,  many 
memories  will  be  revived.  It  will  be  your  personal  Bible.  But  is  not  that  what  God 
intends  His  Book  always  to  be,  a  personal  Bible?  Although  it  is  the  universal  Book 
it  is  also  the  Book  in  which  God  speaks  to  His  children  individually.  The  more 
frequently  it  is  in  your  hands  and  the  more  constantly  it  is  in  your  hearts,  the  more 
truly  will  the  Bible  become  to  you  "Your"  Bible. 

Could  there  be  a  nobler  life-purpose  for  each  graduate  who  goes  through  the 
Gateway  of  the  Toronto  Bible  College  than  that  which  has  been  suggested  to  you 
silently,  every  day  of  your  course,  by  the  banner  that  hangs  in  the  Assembly  Hall? 
"Let  the  Word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly."

^r'^VERY  student  in  the  Class  of  19-45  leaves  the  College  with  a  determination 
■  (  H  to  spread  abroad  the  glad  tidings  wherever  his  or  her  lot  may  be  cast.  Always 
^^^^  remember  that  God's  messenger  must  LIVE  the  gospel  as  well  as  proclaim  it. 
"Ye  are  living  epistles,  known  and  read  of  all  men."  Since  this  is  true,  may 
I  pass  on  to  you  Paul's  injunction  to  Timothy:  "Take  heed  to  thyself,"  for  your 
Master  and  your  message  are  both  judged  by  your  life.  The  most  vital  thing  for  you 
is  to  have  Jesus  Christ  a  vivid  reality  in  your  daily  life,  through  which  you  must 
interpret  and  demonstrate  your  message  to  your  fellowmen. 

The  cultivation  of  your  spiritual  life,  then,  must  be  your  first  great  concern. 
You  must  frequently  check  on  your  spiritual  condition.  Ask  yourself  pointed  ques- 
tions: "Am  I  giving  Christ  His  rightful  place  of  pre-eminence  in  my  life  and  so 
abiding  in  Him  that  through  me  He  may  bring  forth  much  fruit.'  Am  I  convinced 
that  I  can  realize  God's  highest  purpose  in  my  life  only  when  I  rise  above  every 
ambition  that  seeks  the  praise  of  men  rather  than  the  praise  of  God.'  Is  His  will  for 
my  life,  so  far  as  I  know  it,  my  will,  gladly  accepted  even  though  it  may  assign  me 
to  an  obscure  place  of  service  or  demand  of  me  much  self-sacrifice?  Do  I  constantly 
say,  'My  soul,  wait  thou  only  upon  God,  for  my  expectation  is  from  Him'?  Am  I 
jealously  guarding  my  times  of  private  devotion  and  Bible  study  when  I  enter  into 
'the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High'  ?  And  when  I  leave  'that  happy  hiding-place', 
do  I  'bear  the  shining  image  of  the  Master'  in  my  face?  Can  I  live  in  harmony 
with  my  fellow-workers  who  may  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  me,  and  rejoice  in  their 
success  when  my  own  work  does  not  seem  to  be  so  fruitful?" 

If  your  constant  thought  is  for  others  and  your  motto  is,  "I  serve,  "  you  will 
find  that  "every  human  heart  is  human,"  and  that  a  loving,  trustful,  understanding 
and  sympathetic  identification  of  yourself  with  the  people  whom  you  serve  will  win 
their  love  and  gratitude  and  a  hearing  for  your  message.  Let  your  life  overflow  with 
thanksgiving  and  praise,  and  let  the  joy  of  the  Lord  be  your  strength. 

Never  be  discouraged  by  any  God-given  task.  Of  yourself  you  can  do  nothing, 
but  you  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengtheneth  you,  for  "He  giveth 
power  to  the  faint  and  to  them  that  have  no  might  He  increaseth  strength."  "Be  care- 
ful for  nothing;  but  in  everything  by  prayer  and  supplication  with  thanksgiving 
let  your  requests  be  made  known  unto  God.  And  the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth 
all  understanding,  shall  keep  your  hearts  and  minds  through  Christ  Jesus."

IT  apparently  was  in  the  purpose  of  God  for  man  that  he  should  be  a  worker. 
Adam  was  placed  in  the  Garden  of  Eden  to  till  it  and  to  keep  it,  so  that  work 
was  in  the  world  before  sin,  and  work  will  be  in  the  world  after  sin's  final 
removal,  for  in  the  last  book  of  Scripture  we  read  in  the  seer's  description  of  the 
New  Jerusalem,  "His  servants  shall  serve  him."  'Work  is  a  necessity  for  man.  He 
needs  work  just  as  much  as  work  needs  him. 

Man  expresses  his  individuality  through  his  work,  for  work  is  a  means  of  self- 
expression,  perhaps  the  greatest  single  mode  of  self-expression  available  to  man.  In 
this  sense  work  is  elevating  and  creative.  It  apparently  was  not  until  sin  came  in 
between  man  and  God  that  work  turned  to  labour.  I  do  not  think  that  the  Bible 
holds  up  labour  as  an  ideal,  but  it  does  uphold  work,  and  Matt.  11:28  would  not 
be  as  meaningful  if  it  read,  "Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  work'  and  arc  heavy  laden, 
and  I  will  give  you  rest.  " 

It  is,  therefore,  a  poor  way  to  go  through  life  feeling  that  work  is  something 
which  we  have  to  endure.  Rather,  we  should  look  upon  it  as  one  of  God's  bene- 
ficent gifts,  and  make  the  best  of  it  for  God,  and  the  most  of  it  for  ourselves. 

In  the  Bible,  work  is  always  the  outcome  of  life,  and  our  work  for  God  will  be 
the  outcome  of  the  life  of  God  within  us.  This  is  fundamental,  because  it  sets  aside 
at  once  any  idea  that  man  can  work  for  his  spiritual  life.  He  cannot,  but  having 
received  life  from  God  through  faith  in  Christ,  he  may  work  with  and  for  God. 

Then,  too,  we  never  work  alone,  and  we  are  always  the  junior  partner,  for  "we 
are  workers  together  with  God."  This  is  the  way  we  all  ought  to  look  at  our  service. 
Indeed,  that  is  the  story  of  the  service  of  every  child  of  God.  It  is  not  just  a  mission 
station.  It  is  not  just  a  pastorate.  It  is  not  just  a  Sunday  School  Class.  Let  us  not 
speak  of  our  work  that  way.  "When  someone  asks,  '"What  part  do  you  take  in  the 
work  of  the  Church?"  say,    "I  work  with  God." 

The  Bible  makes  it  clear  that  "your  work  "  can  be  God  dictated  as  it  can  be  God 
directed.  God  will  make  it  plain  what  He  wishes  you  to  do  and  where  He  wishes 
you  to  serve.  Having  called  you  into  His  service,  the  responsibility  for  directing 
you  in  it  is  His. 

Dr.  Campbell  Morgan  has  reminded  us  that  growth  ceases  if  toil  ceases,  just  as 
toil  will  cease  if  growth  ceases.    If  we  neglect  service,  we  stop  growth. 

"Toil  on,  and  in  thy  toil,  rejoice."

Maybe  not,  but  perhaps  your  whispered  words  of 
comfort  and  cheer  may  be  real  music  to  some  lonely  or  suffering  soul. 

The  song  of  a  bird  and  the  laughter  of  a  child  are  soul-challenging  things,  if 
that  soul  is  properly  attuned,  otherwise  one  may  expect  such  a  remark  as,  "Oh  that 
chattering  bird!  "  or  "Oh  my  poor  head,  what  a  noisy  child!"  I  wonder  then,  if 
music,  or  the  lack  of  it,  is  not  in  the  heart  of  the  listener  rather  than  with  the  per- 
former. One  hears  the  expression  "In  tune  with  the  Infinite.  "  Really,  you  know, 
music  is  all  about  us.

In  answerini;  the  question  given  as  the 
topic  of  this  article,  one  must  reply  that,  from 
the  inception  of  the  College,  prayer  has  played 
an  essentia!  part  in  its  financial  support.  If 
the  whole  story  could  be  told,  it  would  read 
somewhat  like  the  romantic  record  of  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles.  Prayer  is  continually 
being  offered,  corporately  and  in  private,  that 
God  will  sustain  the  work  of  the  College  by 
increasing  the  constituency  of  interested 
Christian   friends. 

Believing,  as  Dr.  Hudson  Taylor,  founder 
of  the  China  Inland  Mission,  did,  that  "more 
things  are  wrought  by  prayer  than  this  world 
dreams  of,"  the  practice  of  the  Presidents  and 
Directors  of  the  College  throughout  its  fifty 
years  of  service  has  been  to  commit  their  way 
unto  the  Lord,  believing  that  not  one  step 
forward  must  be  taken  without  Divine  guid- 
ance. God  has  honoured  this  faith  and  devo- 
tion of  His  servants  who  have  been  responsible 
for  the  conduct  and  continuance  of  the  life 
and  work  of  the  College.  Today  it  is  free 
from  all  debt  and  possesses  fine  premises, 
equipment  and  land  sufficient  for  its  present 
needs.  All  praise  and  honour  be  to  God  for 
His  bountiful  provision  and  continued  guid- 
ance  and   blessing   through   the   years! 

Before  referring  to  the  ways  by  which  tlie 
College  is  supported,  it  may  be  said,  the  stu- 
dents are  only  asked  to  pay  a  small  registra- 
tion fee,  which  becomes  part  of  the  income 
of  the  College,  but  no  tuition  fees  are  charged 
for  either  day  or  evening  classes,  therefore, 
the  financial  needs  must  come  from  other 
sources. 


The  College  receives,  year  by  year,  gifts 
large  and  small,  from  friends  throughout  its 
wide  constituency  in  Cai.ada  and  the  United 
States.  As  the  work  and  witness  of  the  Col- 
lege become  more  widely  known,  the  prayer- 
ful and  practical  interest  of  Christian  friends 
increases.  Many  of  these  friends  make  yearly 
contributions,  thus  ensuring  a  steady  income 
through  the  years.  Of  course  the  Government's 
war  taxation  has  greatly  affected  the  giving 
power  of  many  of  our  friends,  but  God  has 
graciously  raised  up  new  contributors,  which 
has  enabled  the  Directors  to  close  the  year 
free  of  debt. 

Just  a  few  days  ago,  one  generous  friend 
sent  the  Treasurer  a  gift  of  One  Thousand 
Dollars,  with  a  gracious  note.  By  the  same 
mail  came  a  simple  and  sincere  letter,  enclos- 
ing One  Dollar,  from  an  elderly  lady  who 
lives  in  a  country  village  far  from  Toronto. 
Needless  to  say,  both  letters  were  gratefully 
and  graciously  acknowledged.  By  such  sacri- 
ficial gifts  as  these,  the  College  continues  its 
great   work. 

A  further  source  of  support  is  bequests. 
There  are  many  friends  of  the  College  who 
are  unable  to  contribute  while  living,  because 
of  limited  means,  but  who  make  provision  for 
gifts  to  the  College  in  their  wills.  These  have 
been  of  great  assistance  in  purchasing  the 
Sauth  Building,  which  was  so  urgently  needed 
in  19.S9.  Moreover,  the  College  is  fortunate 
in  receiving  from  the  Trustees  of  Knox  Church, 
Toronto,  the  Parsons'  Memorial  Lectureship, 
which  provides  the  salary  of  a  member  of 
the  Faculty.  The  Reverend  Dr.  Henry  Martin 
Parsons,  formerly  minister  of  Knox  Church, 
was  closely  associated  with  the  Reverend  Dr. 
Elmore  Harris  in  the  earliest  days  of  the 
College  life. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  features  to  be 
noted  is  the  increasing  participation  of  the 
Alumni  Association  in  the  support  of  the 
College.  During  the  past  year,  its  effort 
reached  the  goodly  sum  of  S5,486.00.  This 
amount  is  expected  to  be  increased  as  the 
number  of  graduates  increase,  and  their  Alma 
Mater  is  grateful  for  so  generous  an  expres- 
sion of  Uiyalty  and  practical   interest. 

By  the  means  which  have  been  outlined 
above,  God  is  sustaining  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Advisory  Coun- 
cil, and  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and  Staff, 
to  extend  the  Kingdom  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  through  the  training  of  young  men  and 
women  for  Christian  service.

The  insecurities  and  the  uncertainties  of  life,  emphasized  by 
shifting  boundaries  and  changing  conditions  in  time  of  war,  took 
much  of  the  fervor  out  of  my  ambitions — until  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
became   my  personal   Saviour  and   the  Master  of  my   life  and  destiny. 

Six  months  after  my  conversion  I  enrolled  in  the  Evening  Classes 
of  T.B.C.  After  graduating  from  them,  and  a  brief  period  on  military 
service,  I  came  to  the  Day  Classes.  I  found  that  God,  the  Author  of 
the  Bible,  was  present  with  me  while  His  faithful  teachers  unfolded 
the  "truth"  that  makes  men  "free."  Then  in  my  private  studies  I 
waited  upon  the  Holy  Spirit  to  give  to  me  one  mind  with  the  Author 
of  the  Word.  Thus,  the  Bible  began  to  live  for  me.  My  unhappy 
philosophy  of  life  has  been  righted.

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THE   TORONTO  BIBLE  COLLEGE 
CURRICULUM 

The   Regular   Course   of   the   College   comprises   seven    departments    of   study, 
each  covering  three  years,  together  with  several  additional  subjects. 

1.  The  English  Bible. 

The  Bible  is  sudied  through  book  by  book,  from  beginning  to  end.  This  is 
the  central  and  regulating  feature  of  the  course  and  the  first  hour  every  day  is 
devoted  to  it. 

2.  Biblical  Theology. 

The  main  theme  of  the  Bible,  God's  plan  of  redemption,  is  taken  separately 
in  these  stages:  Redemption  in  the  Old  Testament,  the  Life  and  Work  of  Christ, 
and  the  Life  and  Teaching  of  Paul. 

3.  Systematic  Theology. 

The  doctrines  of  the  Bible  are  taken  in  systematic  order,  comprising  Revela- 
tion and  the  Doctrine  of  God,  the  Person  and  Work  of  Christ  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  the  Doctrine  of  Sin  and  Salvation. 

4.  Introduction  and  Evidences. 

This  department  comprises  those  subjects  that  deal  with  the  origin  and  his- 
tory of  the  Bible,  its  geographic  and  historic  background,  and  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity.

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The  Heart  of  a  Child 

Yongsunie  was  a  leper  girl  about  8  years  of  age  in  one  of  our 
Homes.  She  is  now  practically  well  through  our  recent  treat- 
ments.   She  is  a  hustler  and  has  a  part  in  all  that  is  going  on. 

When  children  come  to  our  Homes  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
disease,  often  we  are  able  to  pronounce  them  symptom-free  of  the 
disease  as  a  result  of  treatment. 

Leprosy  is  not  hereditary  and  children  are  born  of  leprous 
parents  free  from  the  disease.  When  parents  come  to  our  Homes 
with  little  children  we  endeavour  to  persuade  them  to  give  the 
little  ones  over  entirely  to  our  care.  Usually  they  are  willing  to 
do  so.  We  then  take  the  children,  keep  them  separate  from  the 
others,  educate  and  train  them.  When  they  grow  up  to  the  age 
whereby  they  will  become  self-supporting  they  are  sent  out  into 
the  world  to  become  useful  citizens.  In  one  year  from  one  of  our 
Homes  40  such  children  were  discharged.  The  most  of  them 
went  out  as  school  teachers  in  that  Province,  while  a  few  went 
out  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  feel  that 
the  work  among  children  is  most  important.  It  becomes  a  chal- 
lenge for  Christian  people.    What  are  you  doing  about  it? 

Before  the  war  started  we  were  working  in  25  countries  of 
tlie  world  on  beiialf  of  the  lepers  —  adults  and  children.  Since 
Japan  has  entered  the  war,  we  can  now  do  nothing  in  Japanese- 
occupied  territory.  In  other  parts  of  the  world  the  work  is  carried 
on  as  usual,  but  under  increasing  difficulties  on  account  of  the 
sharp  advance  in  food  prices. 

We  believe  this  to  be  a  Christ-like  ministry  and  the  Lord  has 
blessed  the  work.  He  has  said  "Cleanse  the  lepers",  and  we 
endeavour  to  obey  His  commission.

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  London  in 
1804  "to  encourage  a  wider  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  without 
note  or  comment,"  for  every  man  in  his  mother  tongue. 

At  the  time  of  the  Society's  foundation,  Holy  Scripture  had  been 
translated  into  only  72  languages.  The  Society  has  now  circulated 
Scripture  in  over  760  languages,  and  in  a  normal  year  distributes 
about  ten  million  copies.  In  time  of  war  it  provides  Scripture  for  all 
on  active  service,  for  prisoners  of  war  and  interned  aliens,  and  {in 
waterproof  containers)  for  life  boats  and  rubber  floats.  Over  700,000 
copies  have  been  supplied  for  these  purposes  since  1939. 

The  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  1818  to  do  the 
work  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  It^  employs  three  colporteurs  within  its  territory  and  circu- 
lated last  year  over  128,000  copies  of  Scripture  in  51  languages. 

Besides  providing  for  its  own  undertakings,  it  shares  in  the 
world-wide  work  by  contributions  to  the  Parent  Society,  and  by  the 
support  by  friends  of  the  Society  of  some  25  colporteurs  in  foreign 
missionary  fields.
